BELFAST, July 12.—[By the Asso- 

ciated Press.J—The celebration of 
Orangemen’s day had as its feature a 
speech by Sir Edward Carson, Ulster 
Unionist leader.

Mrs. De Cor- 
dova’s jewels and money were un- 
touched, eliminating the possibility of 
robbery as a motive. 

Neither Body in Car. 

The automobile, when found, was 
standing beside the road and was out 
of gasoline, and, according to the po- 
lice, contained a box of cartridges ané 
a whisky bottle partly full. 

James F. Brown of Stonington heard 
several revolver shots fired in rapid 
succession and upon investigating

Allies Threaten to 
Occupy Mines.

SPA, July 12.—The allied pre- 
miers today accepted the German 
proposal for the creation of a com- 
mission of experts to deal with the 
details of the reparations problem. 

Each of the allied nations will 
appoint members of the commis- 
sion of experts.

While the reparations committee 
is trying to decide the details, the 
“big six” at the round table will try 
to agree on a lump total of repara- - 
tions to be paid.

The allies began by insisting upon a 
monthly delivery of 2,200,000 tons. 
The Germans offered 1,100,000 tons and 
the allies reduced thelr demand to 
2,000,000.

“My contention is in European in- 
terest, as much as in the interest of 
Germany,” he said, “because our pay- 
ments to you are conditioned upon our 
industrial production.

Staduates of the new “achievement classes” of 
the Cook county public schools. 

Garrett Triezenberg, a 16 year old graduate of 
Evergreen Park school, accumulated $1,596 in two 
years by doing chores on a farm and intensively 
cultivating one acre of ground, Tillie Guadagni, 17 
year old graduate of Stickney school, pAid her 
father for a plot of ground by helping him farm 
and cleared $1,200 in two years by raising, canning, 
and sélling tomatoes. 

The inspiration of Supt. Tobin’s achievement 
classes has done more than. to help these chil- 
dren pile up $2,796. Tt has taught them industry, 
thrift, and much of the science of agriculture. 
They have made an excellent start on their own 
road to success, and they furnish examples which 
otifr children will be glad to follow and which 
all adults should be glad to support. 

Education is an invaluable aid to the back-to-the- 
farm movement. Ignoranceajs largely responsible 
for the movement from farm to city which is now 
agitating some of the best minds in the nation. 
Practical education in farm and gardening prob- 
lems in the schools will give thousands and hun- 
dreds of thousands of boys and girls a start tuward 
a useful and successful life on the farm. It is as 
essential as are the present courses in manual 
training and various technical subjects. 

To a small extent gardening has been taught for 
years. There is no reason why this training should 
not be enlarged and extended.

the other 26 per cent to the booking offices. The 
prices are controlled by the government and the 
wages of the actors by the trade unions. 

The repertory of these theaters contains few revo- 
lutionary plays, for there are few which meet the 
Russian art standard, but in time they will develop. 
Mostly the classics are given. Shakespeare is prob- 
ably the most popular. Onef/night six theaters were 
playing various dramas of the great master. 


Social dramas of Swedish and Danish authors, such 
as Gedberg and Ibsen, Tolstoian works, Checkov, 
Sheldon, Dickens,.Jack London, and the great Rus- 
sian dramatists fill up the repertory. Copies of con- 
temporary English, French, Italian, and American 
dramatic works for wemetation are almost impossible 
to Obtain. | 

Two new social dramas by Lunacharsky have been 
accepted for production. The first is a historical 
piece, “ Oliver Cromwell,” and the second a Ruasian 
social study, “ The Chancellor and the Fitter.” 

The cinema has been handicapped through lack of 
material. Only the weekly news pictures and propa- 
ganda are shown at present, with the exgeption of 
some old films, and Griffith’s masterpiece, “ Intoler- 
ance,” for which the government paid 1,000,000 ru- 
bles. It is meeting with tremendous success, 

The government is giving every possible assistance 
to young proletarian artists and dramatists. They 
have registered no less than 3,000 amateur groups of 
peasants and workers. In the provinces of Kostrom- 


sky alone arg. 400. 


And there is the Moscow Art théater. That organ- 
ization of czarfst days, which represented the pinnacle 
of dramatic development, still maintains its preémi- 
nence in the dramatic fleld. The old artists play 
there in the roles they made famous. There has 
been no blight of the dramatic and musical art under 
the soviet. On the other hand, it has been one of 
the things which has made life worth living in 
Moscow. 

“What has the revolution given to music in Rus- 
sia?” I asked Kousevitsky, conductor of the Moscow 
symphony orchestra, at the close of the. second con- 
cert In the Scriabin festival series yesterday. Kouse- 
vitsky is the man who was invited by the Boston 
symphony to fill Dr. Muck’s place in 1917, when that 
estimable gentleman retired as a result of the recent 
unpleasantness with William Hohenzollern. He is 
one Of the younger generation of musicians in Rus- 
sia, @ soloist on the bass viol and a composer of 
growing reputation. He is considered Russia’ & great- 
est conductor. 

“ Periods of revolution do not produce great musica! 
composition,” he replied. “ During the three years of 
revolt Russia is living on her reserve of musical 
food, as she is on the reserve of all other luxuries. 
As to, what the revolution will produce in the future 
I cannot say, nor am I willing to prophesy. But 
great composers do not spring from the masses. 
There we go often for a great voice or a great jnter- 
preter of another’s composition. I cannot point to 
one man, however, who, handicapped by lack of 
musical education in his youth, aotoes into a 
composer of real ability.

Tribune.]—Mr. McCutcheon, in his 
“ Restless Age,” draws a picture of the 
average American village when he says 
of “ Grangefield ”: 

“ Here were the comfortable homes of 


| retired farmers, whose land was being 


worked—and often worked to death—by 


land of its utmost without thought of 


conserving its lasting richness.” | 
“Half and often three-fifths of this “ ut- 
most,” or else a high cash rental, goes 
to the comfortably housed retired farmer 
who lives in idleness, drives his flivver 
‘around in good weather, and sits and 
whittles and spits about the country 
store most of the time. 

Isn't the tenant driven by the hardest 
necessity to produce the “ utmost,” and 
isn’t he forced to skin the land? Can 
he give a thought to conservation of soil 
fertility when he may be put off the 
farm at the end of the season, to giva 
place to another with a little lowrr 
standard of living, who will put up with 
thé leaky roofed buildings, unpainted 
house, makeshift fences, etc.? 

Census figures show that the average 
investment in farm machinery and farm 
buildings on tenant operated farms in 
the United States is $785, while the 
average value of these items on farms 
operated by owners is $2,168. 

If I were a mémber of congress I think 
I would introduce a bill, and fight for its 
enactment into law, that would place an 
income tax on rentals from farm land, 
which would discourage their ownership 
by any but actual farmers who tilled the 
land. I think this should be 20 per cent 
the first year, 40 per cent the second 
year, 60 per cent the third, 8) per cent 
the fourth, and 100 per cent the fifth 
and each year thereafter. I would advo- 
cate a tax of equal severity on the rental 
value of farm land held in idleness. 
Thies country is inviting disaster by 
tolerating the tenant system, which is 
impoverishing the land, increasing cost 
of production, raising prices to the con- 
sumer, and sending the flower of Ameri- 
can youth to the cities to escape the

Jacksonville, Fla, July 12.—[{Spe- 
¢lal.j—The Circuit court of Palm 
Beach county has found that Richard 
Croker Sr. is competent to manage his 
own affairs and that his wife has not 
unduly influenced him in order fraudu- 
lently to get possession of his estate. 
The decision, after reciting the charges 


- . made by the sons and the defense put 


- in by the elder Croker and. his wife, 
the court says, the whole matter re- 
solves itself into the answers to two 
questions, 

“The first, questions is, is Richard 
Croker &Sr. too enfeebled in mind to 
manpage his own affairs? 


Under Wife’s Influence. 


“The next question is, Is he so under 
the domination of his wife’s undue in- 
fluence that he has permitted her to 
fraudulently gain possession and con- 
trol of his property? 

“Under the evidence as applied to 
the law controlling, both of these ques- 
tions must be answered in the nega- 
tive. The manner and. demeanor of 
Richard Croker Sr. in the court and 
on the witness stand clearly suggested 
a.man in full control of his faculties. 
His memory is no doubt impaired, yet 
he remembered dates and transactions 
rather accurately. Impairment of 
memory alone does not indicate lack 
of mental capacity to justify a court 
in holding the property owner inca’ 
— to manage his own business af- 


No. Proof of Fraud. 

“There is a great deal of evidence 

denying-the charge of undue influence 
as well as the charge of mental weak- 
ness. And I think that next friend 
has failed to sustain either charge. 
No sufficient proof of fraud was of- 
fered. 
_ “Richard Croker Sr. confirmed all 
the transactions in the presence of 
the court. And the evidence is that he

“For the reasons above set out and 
others appearing to the court, it is 
ordered that the temporary restrain- 
ing order awarded in this case on 
March 30, 1920, be dissolved and the
